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COMMENCEMENT 


At the end of each academic year 
comes the cermony of granting diplomas 
and scholastic honours. 

On November 27, commencement ex- 
ercises were held honouri ing the largest 
graduating class in Massey's five-year 


history. There were eighty-six graduates, 


many with first class honcurs, sixteen 
Ontario Scholars including the top student 
in the city, James Gatrall. Not only is 
this a shining record in Massey's history 
but it is the highest number of Ontario 
scholars to graduate from one public 
secondary school (with the exception of 
selective schools), 

The program ncken with selections 
from the Massey C,I. Orchestra under 
the direction of Mr. pte ey In a pro- 
cessional the graduates and faculty took 
their places. Then, with O Canada the 
ceremony began. 

Rev. O. Lapp of Gethsemane 
Lutheran Church led the Invocation. Mr. 
Whetstone spoke a few words of address, 
Greetings were bestowed on behalf of - 
the Windsor Board of Education by Mr. 
A, Buchanan and the Suburban Board of 
Education by Mr. M. McLaughlin, 

At last the symbolic culmination of 
years of work came with the presentation 
of the diplomas and pins by Dr. T.C., 
White and Mr. J. Ord. James Gatrall 
spoke for the graduates in his valedictory 
address. 

A few more selections were perform- 





ed by the Orchestra, Then the scholar- 
ship and bursary winners were introduced, 
The graduates won a potential of 48,515 

in scholarships and bursaries. This was 
followed by the presentation special and 
academic awards, Finally, after a re- 
warding evening the graduates met their 
families and friends in the cafeteria.

VALEDICTORY ADDRESS 


The farewell, or valedictory was 
given at commencement this year by Jim 
Gatrall, an Ontario scholar, and the top 
student in Windsor. Some excerpts of 
his address are below, 

“Mr. Chairman, Reverend Sir, 


Platform Guests, Parents, Staff Members, 


Relatives (including Grandparents, Aunts, 
Uncles, Cousins, Etc., Friends, Enemies 
(from other schools) neutral observers, 
students and Fellow Graduates and any- 
one else that I would like to mention but 
cannot remember right now, who may be 
seated in our auditorium, (Please par- 
don the euphemism of that last word. )... 
One-fifth of a quarter of a century 
ago this institution was born at the same 
time we started high schocl. We were 
under the guiding hand of the staff mem- 
bers and senior students who had trans- 
ferred their loyalties from elsewhere. 


During the transition period that followed, 
both we and the school got older, some- 
thing new evolved--the beginnings of a 
true Massey tradition... that nebulous 
thing we call school spirit... 

On what grounds can Massey claim to 
have school spirit? Well, we have gained 
the reputation of always fielding hard- 
nosed and game competitors in any sports 
endeavour. . 

It's hard to define school spirit, ex- 
cept to say that it is that quality, without 
which none of the other facets of school 
life can function harmoniously, You can 
see it at work in the smart step of the 
Cadet Corps at inspection, the fine craft- 
manship of the yearbook, and the enthusi- 
asm displayed in productions like the 
operettas, 

Another convention which we stoically 
accept is our small scale population ex- 


plosion. In 1960 there were less than 
600 students and no Grade 13's. Since 
then the school population has more than 
doubled, (although the capacity of the 
building has not, and each year we have 
an ever-increasing number of graduates, 
Looking at the number of Junior matricu- 
lation diploma recipients, I fear that next 
year their parents may have to wait into 
the wee hours of Sunday morning to see 
their offspring sprinting across the stage, 
picking up their diplomas enroute much 
like runners in a relay race receiving the 
baton handoff,...Qur staff, too, are 
steadily increasing in numbers, and they 
have a fairly high turnover rate. Either 
the students are driving them away or 
else they are using the experience they 
gained here to continue climbing the 
ladder of success. Seriously though, the 
second reason is by far the more fre- 
quent, and testifies to the general high 
calibre of Massey's teaching staff and 
administration over the years. This year 
you no longer beat us with wet noodles 
when you caught us with our homework 
undone, like you did in the good old days 
of Grade nine. You presented the course 
material, helped us with our problems, 
and inspired us to greater effort. You 
also transferred the responsibility for 
our success or failure to our own 
shoulders, and for these things I thank 
you, 

The response to that challenge brings 
me to my main consideration, our aca- 
demic tradition. The record of this class, 
the first to have come completely through 
Massey, established a goal for future 
years to aim at. There were 86 gradu- 
ates, many with first class honours, 
sixteen Ontario Scholars, and the top stu- 
dent in the city. They accumulated a 
possible $48, 000. 00 towards the further- 
ing of their education. 

Obviously they accepted their task 
seriously, but I would like to ask, was 
Grade 13 a cram year? I don't think it 
was. Francis Bacon had this to say 
about studies in the sixteenth century, 
"Studies serve for delight, for ornament, 
and for ability. Their chief use for de- 
light is in privateness and retiring, for 
ornament, is in discourse, and for ability, 
is in the judgment and disposition of 
Business,’ If we analyze Grade 13 un- 
der these criteria, it becomes more than 
just ten months of fact memorization, 
although at exam time most of us felt like 
damned souls, But overall, was there 
not some sense of satisfaction in solving 
a difficult Geometry problem on your own 
or handing in a well-written French essay? 
The English and History courses sparked 
many of us who shall remain unnamed to 
endless hours of heated debate on the 
nature of God, Man and our society. Just 
the practical work we did last year is in- 
valuable background material now that we 


have actually started pursuing our life's 
goal. Grade 13 has a stimulating, matur- 
ing effect and I'm sure most of us came 
out of it better than we went intoit. At 
any rate we have made our mark, 

How does the growth process of a 
tradition operate? Imagine, if you would, 
a mountain stream, in which the rock bed 
represents the school and its customs; 
and the running water the students. A 
two-fold transition is always taking place. 
The pattern of the rocks on the bottom 
will determine the route of the water. But 
simultaneously the water will be wearing 
down the bedrock and charting a new 
course. 

Similarly everything about the tradi- 
tion established by our seniors those first 
experimental years influenced us, And 
what we have done with it will affect the 
policies of those that follow us. For the 
water present at time now is the end of 
all that has gone before, and the beginning 
of all that has yet to come. And the erod- 
ing of the rockbed or the synthesis of the 
tradition never stops, 

Where does this graduating class of 
1965 fit into the cycle? I'd like to think 
that we previded the parent rock with its 
basic outline of academic excellence and 
true school spirit. I hope future classes 
will be proud to accept the tradition which 
we pass on to them, and that in their hand 
hands it will continue to grow and improve,
